2 A Proclamation on againſt the Tranſporting of WoollenY arne, &c. 


FAT Nhereas vpon diuers great and weighty conſiderations, for the generall 


good and tomfoꝛt of Our people, we haue lately publiſhed Our Pzoclama- 
tion, bearing date at Hampton Court, the ſixe and twentieth of September, in 
che twelfth yeere of Hur Naigne of Great Britaine, France, and Ireland, Againſt the N 

1 Expoztation of Wools and woolfels out of Our Ringdome and Domini⸗ 
ons of England, Wales and Ireland, and the Illes of wight, Gernſey and 
Jerſey: Foꝛalmuch as Me are enfoꝛmed, that great quantities ot Woollen 
Parne are likewiſe Expoꝛted, and that in Our Paincely pollicte we doe foꝛeſee, that ſuch, as are de⸗ 
ſirous fo2 lucre ſake to poſſefſe the Strangers with the Manufactures of Our Natinecommodt- 
ties, without any regard oz feeling of the pꝛeiudite, that thereby groweth to Our Naturgll Sub- 
lects,are likely vpon thereſtreint by Our fozmer Pꝛotlamation concerning Yoolls and wooifels, 
to tonuert their trade and pzactize vpon the Expoꝛting of woollen Harne, and thereby to enade out 
of Our foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation, and defeat the true intent thereof: We do therefoꝛe charge and tom⸗ 
mand all and euery Dur louing Subietts, and all Merchants, Strangersand others whatſoeuer, 
and all other Our Officers, Farmers and Miniſters at the Pozts, That there be ng Woollen- 
Harne Expozted out of any ot Our ſaid Kingdomes and Dominions, vpon paine of confilration of 
the lame, and ſuch other puniſhment as by Law oz Our Pzerogatine Royall, ſhalbe meete to be iu⸗ 
flicted vpon the offenders therein. 

And we doe further publiſh and declare, That all and euery the Bꝛaͤnches, Articles and clauſes, 
contained in Our fozmer Pꝛoclamation, coneerning Woolls and woolfels, as well foꝛ the reuota⸗ 
tion and diſanulling of all Charters, Litentes, Powers and Authoꝛities to the contrary,andfoz the 
fozfeiture ofthe places and Offices of ſuch Officers audMinilters ofthe Pozts, as ſhall neglect Our 
Ropyall commandement:as foz the reſtretning and foꝛbidding ot any Licence oꝛ Compoſition to be 
made, bpon any the Infoꝛmations pꝛoſetuted, and other the likeclauſes , be from hencefoozth ex⸗ 
tended vnto all maner of woollen Yarne, in as full and ample maner, as it they had bene recited 
 andinſerted into this Our pzeſent Pzoclamation, 

And further we doe ſtreightly charge and command all Paſters oz Owners of Ships, That 
they ſhallnot openly oꝛ pztuily, Expoꝛt any ofthe Commodities foꝛbidden, either by Our fo / mer. oz 
this pꝛelent pꝛotlamation: That is to ſay, ooolls, woolſels, Woollen Marne, and Fullers earth. as 
well vpon foꝛtetture and Confiſcationoftheir Ship, as vpon paine of —e— and other 
puniſhmentfozthetr contemptin that behalfe, | 


And we — command all Our Offcervatthe Yoyes.tb whumnitiuas ay 
pertaine,indueandlawfullmanner to mant diligent ſearch from time to time, where it ſhall be re⸗ 
0 diltouery ok the offenders in that behalfe. And whereas dy a politique Dtatute,

teſlary then euer ( after ſuch time as the Cloathes of Our Kingdome ſhallbe altogether Dyed and 


Dꝛeſſed wirhin Our Kingdome.whichis the excellent woꝛke wee haue now in hand) carefully to 


urth.yeere of Our Raigne, foꝛ the true making of vooollen Cloathes, diuers good 


Oꝛdinantes and pꝛouiſions were enatted foz that purpoſe: Foꝛaſmuch as we arefully reſolued by 
all meanes to reſtoꝛe and aduante the credite and eſtimation of Our Cloathes being the pzincipall iS 


Dowzy ofthis Our Kingdome )thzoughoutall parts ofthe wozld; and that it will bee moze ne; 


looke and pzoude that allcozruptions and fallificattons oz Cloathes be vtterly aboliſhed, in reſpett 


that the fault and diſcredit thereof, after that Woꝛke perfozmed, cannot belaid oꝛ imputed to any 


Foꝛreiners, as now foꝛ the moſt part it is, but only to Our own people:Therfozeuse do ſtraightly 
charge and command all Our Judges, Juſtices, Offiters and Miniſters, and all other Our Sub- 
ietts to whom it may appertaine. That the ſaid Statute, and euery Bꝛanch and Article thereof, be 
from hentekooꝛth duely and ftrickely put in execution, any litente, diſpenlation, oꝛ any other thing 
whatſoeuer to the contrary hereofin any wiſe notwithſtanding. And We doe further charge and 
command all the Cloathiers within Dur Kingdomes, and al! perſons exertiſing the Manufac- 
tures of any ſoꝛt of Cloath, That they andeueryofthem, from and after the time ofthe publiſhing 
of this Our Pꝛotlamation doe firmely and ſtrictly obſerue allthe Oꝛdinantes and pꝛouiſions made 
by the ſaid Statute, foꝛ the true making of Cloath,vpon paine, not onely ofthe foꝛfeitures and pe⸗ 


nalties expꝛeſſed in the laid Act, but alſo of ſuch further puniſhment, as by vertue of Our pꝛeroga⸗ 


tiue Nopall ſhall bee meete to be inflicted vpon them: Pꝛouided nenertheleſſe, that de e 
hath beene ſome toleration by Us heretofoze giuen to the Eaftland, Barbary, and Nuſſia 
nies, in certaine tales that the ſame ſhall continue in foꝛte, vntil Pur further pleaſure betnowen,s 


ny thing in this Pꝛotlamation to the contrary notwithſtanding.
